Bugs Are Stubborn Creatures 
That Put Up a Never-Ending 
Fight Against Insecticides 


BY HAL BOYLE 


KANSAS City (/P)—Do you 
have 


any little six-legged insect friends 
who would like to gamble 
their 


lives on a chance to win $25,000. 


If so, Ralph G. Martin is the 


man for them to see. 


Martin, president of the 
Cook 


Chemical Co., has built his life- 
long hatred of bugs into a prof- 
itable multi-million-dollar business 
in insecticides. 


Bugs aie stubborn creatures. The 


best known way to kill bugs is 
to pinpoint them on a hard sur- 
face and then hit them a sharp 
blow on the head with a hammer. 


While this, form of 
insecticide 


appeals to the hunting instinct in 


,man, it is too time-consuming and 
gives the bugs too greot an ad- 
vantage. By the time 
you 
find 


and hammer down a bug he has 
already had 3,612,249 descendants, 
and is .probably ready to die of 
old age anyay. 


The trouble with chemical insec- 


ticides is this: A chemical that is 
one bug's poison in time becomes 
another bug's meat. They develop 
an immunity. 


Martin pioneered in the distri- 


bution of DDT and, later, chlor- 
da,ne, which was up to 10 times 
as strong as DDT but strains of 
bugs now have 
emerged 
tough 


enough to survive either DDT or
